A Careful Review of the Subject by Men 


Who Are Vitally Interested. 


Employers Generally State that the Eight- 
Hour Movement Will Not Materially Injure 
Their Business—It Is Sure to Work a Reduc 
tion of Wages, They Think—The Movement 
to Be Met by the Piece“ System and by the 
Method of Payment by the Hour—Interviews 
Which Will Be Read with Interest by Em- 
ployers, Employes and the Public Generally, 


The question of how many hours should 
constitute a legal day’s labor has long beena 
digputed one between employer and employe. 
Ten hours out of the twenty-four has been 
recognized by custom asthe proper length of 
time to devote to a day’s employment; but for 
several years past there has been a movement 
on the part of the laboring element, 
as represented by the various labor 
organizations throughout the country, to re- 
duce the number of hours to eight. Secretary 
Foster of the Federation of Trades and Labor 
unions of the United States and Canada, has 
ustissued acircular toall members of the 
federation asking subordinate unions of the 
organization to report through their secretary 
to the legislative congress of the body not 
later than March 18 whether they have re- 
solved to insist on the eight-hour system, with 
particulars of the steps ajready taken to carry 
the movement into effect. The legis- 
lative congress suggests that the various 
unions intending to put the eight-hour day 
into operation should endeavor to obtain the 
consent of employers, and should submit for 
their signature a compact agreeing to the 
change. The circular hag been received by 
most of the local unions, but among the em- 
ployers interviewed below none could be 
found who had yet been asked to sign a com- 
pact such as is referred to above, 


The first of May is the time now set for a gen- 


eral move in the eight-hour direction 
deen repeatedly introduced into 


the different state legislatures and into con- 
gress limiting a day’s labor to eight hours, 
and the labor committee of the house of rep- 
resentatives has agreed to report favorably 
upon such a measure at an early day. In this 
state a law was enacted by the general assem- 
blyin May, 1867, making eight hours a legal 
day’s work, provided no length of 
time was specified in the contract be- 
tween employer and employe. As a rule 


however, the law has not been generally ob- 


served and is practically a dead letter on the 
statute books. 

In view of the growing agitation of the eight- 
hour law and the probability that important 


action will shortly be taken upon the question 
by congress, the leading manufacturers and 
merchants of the city have been interviewed 
by, ag Post-DiIsPaTCH with the following re- 
b :

Pau] Fusz, superintendent: ‘‘We employ

D. Aude: It the system was universally ad- 
hered to I do not think the change would have 
any effect, but if observed by some and disre- 
coed by others the effect,of course, would 
@ruinous on a great numbé of manufactur- 
ers. If the hours which now constitute a day’s 
work are to be reduced, as a natural conse- 
uence wages will have to be reduced accord- 
ly, and if the workmen can stand that the 
fniture manufacturers can, for enough 
work can be turned out in eight hours to sup- 
ly the demand, which is all the manufactur- 
rs desire.

Labor is a salable article and will get only 
what it is worth.’’ 


MR. CHARLES R. LEWIS 
of Charles R. Lewis & Co., clothing manu- 
fneturers, said: I do not see what sucha law 
would accomplish. If it applied only to cer- 
tain localities it would, of course, work hard- 
ships; but if applied all over the country even, 
one would be in the same box. If the same 
wages were — for eight hours’ as for 
ten hours’ work, why, the result would be 
that prices would be raised and the tariff 
would have to be raised to meet foreign com- 
petition. I have watched this agitation since 
1855, but I have never seen it as strong as now. 
Ido not think it would affect the industries 
much, because the manufacturers would ad- 
ust the matter, and it wouid largely adjust 
tself. Labor is worth so much and cannot be 
made more valuable. Manufacturers would 
quietly pay by the hour or piece. 
*. my does that compare with the day 
plan?’’

of the Dunham manufacturing company said, 
„do not believe in oes to legislate on 
this subject. Itisa matter which should be 
setgled between the employer and employe. 
It is for them to settle it. There is a 
a vast difference in work. In some 
classes of work, eight hours are as 
much as a man can stand of it, and he ought 
not to be required to do more. In other cases 
a man can work ten hours easily. I have 
worked in busy seasons as many as fifteen 
hours, and have known employes to willingly 
work as long for extra pay. It depends on the 
kind of work one has to do, and hence it is 
wrong to have an iron-clad law to govern 
such matters. Ithink ten hours a fair day’s 
work, and I think that the law has no business 
to go beyond correcting abuses. It is proper 
to protect individuals by general laws, but not 
to regulate industry by special laws.’’ 
MR. L. M. RUMSBY 
of the cope manufacturing company was 
emphatic in opinion. As far as my opin - 
ion goes I would just as soon pay eight men 
for ten hours work as ten men for eight hours 
work. There is the whole thing ina nutshell. 
You cannot come into my cstablishment and

His men were working only eight hours a day 
as is the rule in winter,and they had ex ressed 
no discontent or dissatisfaction wi their 
122 surroundings. It was this, in Mr. 
len's mind, that lent color to the belief that 
a political dodge is the chief thing being 
worked up: 
ARTHUR P. STRAIN, 
Secretary of the R. B. Brown Oil company: 
The r law question is a question 
that I don’t like to talk about. have 
about 100 men in our employ and keep ada 
force and a night force.

In breweries there 
are no regular hours of work and it would be 
very difficult for us to accommodate ourselves 
toit. Still, if they are going to do it, let ’em

MR. JAKE WITTENBERG 
of the Wainwright brewery: ‘*The men in 
our orewery quit when they please and go to 
work when the 28 hey are very well 
satisfied with their work and with their wages, 
and don’t bother their heads about the eight- 
hour question. Wepay them by the month 
and not bythe hour. We have 300 men and 
do not run the brewery at night. As for any 
discussion of the eight-hour question, I don't 
care to have it.’’ 
LACLEDE FIRE BRICK COMPANY, 

Mr. James Green, President of the Laclede 
Fire Brick Company, said: 1 don’t care 
whether they work ten hours, eight hours or 
six hours. The work is paid for at a certain 
rate and it doesn't make any difference to me 
whattimeitisdonein. I have no objection 
to the eight-hour system if the men desire it 
to go into effect. e employ 275 men, and 
their wages average from $1.50 to $2 a day. 


CRYSTAL PLATE GLASS COMPANY. 

Mr. OC. W. Barnes, treasurer of the 
Plate Glass company, said: Our company and 
our men have always worked with the utmost 
harmony. We have never had a strike and 
never had any discontented workmen. As 
far as the eight-hour law is concerned I don’t 
think it cuts any figure with us, as our men 
work by the piece and the number of hours 
they work is optional withthem. We employ

of hours of labor would only be just and and 
right. I have always stood up for an eight- 
hour law and will be among the first to indorse 
and enforce it.’’ 

Joseph Baum of the Joseph Baum boot and 
shoe company said: ‘‘The men in our employ 
work mostly by the piece, and are paid for 
what they earn. They can labor five, six, 
seven, eight or ten hours ver day, as they see 
fit, but, I assure you, those who care to work 
less than ten hours are very few in number. 
Ido not think that a law can be made fixin 
eight hours as a legal day’s work which woul 
be enforced, and unless it was very generally 
observed it wouldsoon be abandoned, even 
by its warmest advocates, and would become 
a dead letter. It is unreasonable to suppose 
that an employer will pay the sume wages for 
eight hours’ work as for ten hours, and it is 
very unlikely that the laboring man will care 
to loose 20 per cent of his daily wages merely 
that he may spend afew hours in idleness. 
The consumer will not stand an increase of 20 
per cent in the price of goods; the business man 
most certainly will not consent to lose that 
amount, and the employe, if any one, is bound 
to feel the change in hours of a reduction in 
his pay. If the laborer expects to receive full 
pay for an eight-hour day, he must also ex- 
pect to receive something like eight yards of 
calico for 50 cents, at 5 cents a yard. It's a 
poor rule that won’t work both ways.’’ 

GAUSS’ BOOT AND SHOE COMPANY. 

A member of the firm of the Gauss boot and 
shoe company said that he was not in favor of 
any law restricting the hours of labor. The 
employes of their house, he said, frequently 
worked from 7 o'clock in the morning until 10 
o’clock at night. They have a certain amount 
of work to perform, and they are expected to 
remain at the store until they have finished, 
whether it be eight or twelve hours. 

J. BASSETT, 

contractor and carpenter, said: ‘‘I don’t think 
an eightehour law practicable. The men are 
anxious to work as long and earn as much as 

ossible. I certainly do not favor such a law, 

ut I have no fear of its adoption or enforce- 
ment.’’ 

MR. B. PRINZ

Just look at our own 
branch of business,’’ he said. ‘‘Go into the 
PoOsT-DISPATCH press-room and see the presses 
running the edition off from endless roils of 
paper, pasting, folding, and counting them. I 
remember well seeing papers in this town 

rinted not so many years ago with parties feed- 

g the presses and performing the other op- 
erations which are now all done by the same 
machine. Each of these improvements throws 
a number of people out of employment, and 
something must be done to muke labor go 
around. An establishment like ours could no 
more run successfully now with the kind of 
plant which was in vogue twenty years ago 
than the Post-DISPATCH'S enormous afternoon 
edition could be printed on the old-fashioned 
hand-fed presses.

Summary. 

The gist of the above collection of interviews

A NOVEL OPERATION. 


Introducing an Electrie Light Inside of a 
Bone in a Man’s Body. 
By Telegraph to the PosT-DiIsPATCH. 

New Ton, January 2.-—-The introduction 
of an electric light inside of a bone in a man’s 
body, after the bone had been drilled, was a 
novel feature of an interesting operation per- 
formed yesterday afternoon at the New York 
Post Graduate medical school, on East Twen- 
tieth street, by Dr. Hamilton Josiah Roberts. 
It was an operation to cure hip disease. A 
student of the Burlington (Vt.) college 
slipped on the pavement about seven weeks 
ago and strained his left hip. Soon the pain 
became so great that he could not walk. It 
was considered essential that the diseased 
portion of the bone should befemoved. He 
finally came to this city, and yesterday, in the 
presence of a dozen physicians, Dr. Roberte 
performed a skillful and successful operation. 
The young man was laid on a bed spread with 
blankets in the operating-room, while on @

Five seconds is long enough 
to saw through the biggest long bone of an 
adult, and in two or three seconds the bones 
of children may be eut in two, leaving smooth 
surfaces. The patient having become ough- 
ly unconscious, the bandages on the leg were 
uickly cut and askeleton femur wag laid over 
is limb to aid in picking out the lange tuber- 
osity of the bone below the hip joint.

The Pock-Marked Informer Continues His 
Description of the Murder of Lou Johnson— 


Further Details of the Terrible Conspiracy— 
The Evidence To-Day. 


In the Chinese murder trial the examination 
of Cong Seng, the prosecution’s leading wit- 
ness, who took an active part in the crime and 
turned state’s evidence after his arrest at 
Murphysboro, III., was begun in the criminal 
court yesterday afternoon. An objection to 
his testifying through an interpreter was over- 
ruled and the witmess went on to say that he 
had lived in the city ive months, stopping at 
Lee Schick’s laundry, on Ninth street. He 
visited Chyo Goom’s place as soon as he ar- 
rived in the city. He knew Pock Big, 
Tuo Sing, Chyo Pock, Chyo Chiagek 
and Hock Siagek before the Killing. 
Johnson was killed on Monday in accordance 
with an arrangement made at Joe Gong’s 
place where there were present Pock Sig, 
Hock Siagck, Chyo Chiagck, Yuo Sing, Chyo 
Pock, himself andthe proprietor. Gong said 
to witness that he wanted him to do a job over 
at the eigar-makers, and that he would give 
him $100 for it. Chyo Chiagek offering to add 
$15, of which $10 would be paid down and 8 
whep the job was over. Joe Gong guaranteed 
the money and Yuo Sing and @ock Sig said 
they would give $400 towards the business. 
Gong said then that he would give $1,200 for 
the killing of Lou Johnson and Baptiste. Then 
it was arranged that witness, Chyo Chiagck, 
Chyo Pock and Hock Siagck should do the 
job and witness was promised an extra 
$100 to watch the place where Johnson was 
stopping. Chyo Chiagck and Chyo Pock both 
said they were willing to do the killing, which 
was agreed to, Hock Siagek and witness being 
detailed to watch while it was going on.

A DESTRUCTIVE FIRE AT PHILADELPHIA 
EARLY THIS MORNING.

The St. Cloud Hotel and Several Business Es- 
tablishments Burned Loss Nearly 6750, 000 
Destruction of the Grasshopper Mill- Fatal 
Flames Record of a Day’s Fires. 


LPH, January 2%.—The five-story 
brick building, Nog. 715, 717 and 719 Arch 


street, was discovered to be on flre at 12:35 


o’clock this morning, The flames quickly 
communicated to No. 721 Arch street. The 
building in which the fire originated is one of 
the handsomest on Arch street, and was erect- 
ed three and one-half years ago by Elliston P. 
Morris. The upper floors were occupied by 
the firms of Lehman & Bolton, and Packard, 
Butler & Partridge, lithographers, and Cross- 
cup & West, photo engravers. The most of 
the firms will suffer a total loss. The first 
floor was occupied by Monroe Bros. & Co., 
wholesale shoedealers. The building No. 771 
Arch street was oceupied by J. May 
& Bro., dealers in straw and “=*mil- 
linery goods. The firemen, finding their 
efforts to save Mr. Morris’ building 
unavailing, directed their streams to the St. 
Cloud hotel, which adjoins immediately on the 
east. The guests in the St. Cloud hotel, who 
had all retired for the night, were startied by 
the 

FRANTIC SHOUTS OF ‘‘FIRE, FIRE!’’ 
which came from the fourth floor. A boarder 
occupying a room on the western end was one 
of the first to discover the flames, and his ery 
of warning created a panic in the hostiery. 
The guests rushed from their rooms, partially 
dr essed, into the corridors and down-stairs to 
the office. The female guests were 
escorted safely to quarters in the neighbor? 
hood, while the gentlemen, with gripsacks, 
and others lugging their trunks looked after 
their own interests. There were a dozen of 
exciting incidents and scenes attendant upon 
the retreat from the hotel, but no accidents 
were reported. At 1:15 the front wall of the 
Morris — fell with a loud crash into the 
street. This was soon afterward followed by 
the fall of the side wall upon the warehouse at 
Nos. 721 and 723, occupied by J. May 4 Bros. 
The roof was crushed, and the building 

SHATTERED BY THE BURNING DEBRIS, 

A number of buildings on the south side of 
Arch street were damaged by fire and the con- 
tents suffered from water. These were occu- 
pied by M. J. Fahey & Co., dealers in furs; P. 
O. Fuliweiller, importerand manufacturer of 
cigars; Semminway & Sons silk company; 
photographer’s establishment of T. Guetc- 
kunst, and 8. K. Womratb, dealer in furs. 
The Harris building, just opposite the Morris 
building, was badly burned about the front 
and upper stories, but the fre was prevented 
from spreading further in this direction by the 
firemen, who at once directed several 
streams on the building. This gstruc- 
ture is a large iron building, 
five stories high, and extends from Nos. 720 to 
724. It is occupied by the following firms, all 
of whom are losersto some extent by fire or 
water: Gillender 4 Sons, glass manufacturers;

CLOUD HOTEL WAS DOOMED, 
as great volumes of heavy dark smoke came 
pouring through the fifth-foor front win- 
dows. During the early stages of the fire, 
and before it had reached the hotel, the police 
ran through the latter building, to awaken the 
guests who had not previously been alarmed. 
Some ofthem were too sleepy to be aroused, 
aad the officers were obliged to break ina few 
ofthe doors to get the people out, By s 0’ clock 
the cornice and a portion of the top-story of 
the hotel fell into Arch street, sending up 
myriads of cinders.

Ex-British Consul Churchward Explains the 
Alleged Seizure of the Island by Germany. 

SAN FRANCISCO, January %.—Capt. W. B. 
Churchward, late British consul at Samoa, who 
left here last evening on his way to London, 
said,in explanation of the recent Samoans 
difficulty, that Mullin Point, in the city of 
Apia, the seat of the Samoan government for 
many years past, came into the hands of Mr. 
Weber, a former German consal and head of 
the leading firm at Samoa.

The St. Louis Fire Department Gives Valua- 
ble Aid to East St. Louis.

Mr. Van Wyck therefore, 
would beunder the necessity of amending 
the Bland act before he could make his pro- 
posed law effective. There have also been 
grave déubts expressed as to the constitution- 
ality of the proposed law. 


Clerks for Congressmen.

RABIES. 
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LEADING NEW YORK. PHYSICIANS DISCUSS 
HYDROPHOBIA AND ITS PREVENTION. 


Special Meeting of the Clinical Society of the 
Post Graduate Medical School—Dr. Wm. A. 
Hamniond’s Views — Well-Authenticated 
Cases of Hydrophobia Rare—A Catholic 
Priest’s Cure. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Disraron. 

New Yorx, January 26.—The Clinical society 
of the Post Graduate medical school helda 
special meeting in the lecture-room at No. 226 
East Twentieth street last night forthe discus- 
sion of hydrophobia and its prevention. Dr. 
D. B. 8t. John Rossa presided. Dr. Wm. A. 
Hammond led the discussion. Dr. Hammond 
said that though the medical profession is 
familiar in a degree with hydrophobia, its 
origin and method of transmission from one 
subject to another are so imperfectly under- 
stood and the number of well-authenticated 
cases from which to collect data for its study 
is so small, that a comprehensive discussion 
of the disease, its treatment and the best means 
of prevention was not what he proposed to 
enter into. It is known that there is sucha 
disease, that its symptoms are sui generris, 
and that once developed it is incurable. Be- 
yond these facts medical science has made but 
little progress, and cohsequently he would 
confine himself as closely as possible to cases 
that had come within his knowledge and bit- 
ten persons whom he had successfully treated. 
Though the period of incubation of the disease 
is not definitely fixed, it has been demon- 
strated that the cases of alleged develop- 
mentofthe disease, years after the persons 
had been bitten, are purely myths. Trolliet 
speaks of thirteen cases; six of these devel- 


oped symptoms of the disease in 
less than thirty days, four in between 
thirty and forty days, two in do- 


tween forty and fifty, and one after 
108 days. Other authorities were quoted 


bringing the total of — of — cases up to 584, 
of which 353 developed before the expiration 
of the third month, and only twenty after a 

riod of six months. In the speaker’s opin- | 
on, afterthe lapse of one year after the bite 
the bitten person is absolutely safe. Statistics 

rove this fact. All reported cases of death 

m hydrophobia after suchaperiod have 
been found upon investigation to have re- 
suited from other causes, or, at most, were 
uncertain. The majority of cases of so-called 
hydrophobia, the speaker continued, are 

urely imaginary, resulting from the fears of 
the person bitten. The speaker had several 
such cases, one, a lawyer, who fancies every 
autumn that he feels an approach of hydro- 
phobia from a dog bite received seventeen 
years ago. Serious nervous disorders are 
occasioned, in Dr. Hammond’s opinion, by 
these fancies, in numerous instances, result- 
ing fatally from sheer mental worry. The 
best means of prevention, as suggested by the 
speaker’s own experience, isto apply a liga- 
ture as soon as possible after the wound has 
been inflicted, then by cupping or with the 
lips to suck the wound, to remove as much as 

ossible the virus, after which to cut out the 
esh well around the bite, and to permit the 
wound to suppurate. He had treated twenty 
. inthis way and in no instance had 
drophobia resulted. Cauterization is as 
effectual a method of excision as the knife. 
No danger can be incurred by sucking the 
wounded parts provided there is no abrasion 
of the mouth as the virus cannot affect the 
mucuous membrane. The primary 
8 in all cases of dog bites, 
the doctor said, is to ascertain whether the 
animal has oe A dog affected with 
the disease dies within nine days, and should 
not be killed, but safely confined until it is 
clearly shown to be affected with rabies. Only 
one-third of the persons bitten by dogs have 
hydrophobia. Thesaliva, the only means by 
which the disease can be transmitted, is fre- 
quently wiped off by the clothing before the 
animals teeth penetrates the flesh. Then 
again, some people are 
PROOF AGAINST HYDROPHOBIA, 

which is, the speaker thought, one great dif- 
culty in the way of determining upon a sure 
means of prevention. An important point to 
be considered in connection with Pasteur’s 
system of inoculation is the question as to the 
method of communication of the disease. 
If it is 80, as maintained by all 
authorities, that the disease can only 
be transmitted by the saliva,then, in Dr. Ham- 
mon’s opinion, there is nothingin Pasteur’s 
system. Efforts of numerous scientists to in- 
oculate through the blood inyariably failed. 
The question hangs upon the point as to 
whether or not the disease has been communi- 
cated. Thespeaker continued, that even the 
fact that two of the bitten Newark children 
did not goto Paris, may not solve the problem, 
for should they not be affected by hydropho- 
bia, it will bean open question as to whether 
these children are not naturally proof against 
the disease, or whether or not the dog was 
really suffering from rabies. The animal 
should not have been killed. It was a great 
mistake to do so, as itis in all such cases. 
From a pows mortem which the speaker held 
upon the * of a man who died 
from hydrophobia, in which 

severe inflammation of brain 
and spinal cord, he believes. hydrophobia to 
be not a blood disease, but a compound affec- 
tion of the nerves involving the brain and the 
spinal cord. Tetanus or lockjaw is claimed by 
some to occasion symptoms analagous to 
those of hydrophobia. This, in the speaker’s 
opinion, is not the case. The symptoms of 
hydrophobia are: First, an aversion to water, 
not because the disease begets an inherent 
distate for water, but the spasmodic contrac- 
tions of the muscles of the throat, which is one 
of the effects of hydrophobia, makes the effort 
to swallow extremely painful, and the mere 
thought of attemptipg to do so will bring on 
convulsions; second, accumulation of saliva 
in the mouth, occasioning constant spitting 
or frothing, and, third, queer images of the 
mind. The usually accepted symp- 
toms of hydrophobia, such as barking 
like a dog, etc., are in the doctor’s 
opinion a sure indication of false hydro- 
2 obia, induced by the tears of the sufferer, 
n which he involuntarily indulges in all the 
vagaries to which he has always imagined a 
hydrophobic patient would be subject. The 
speaker had attended five cases of genuine 
8 and in none were these 
symptoms > Returning to inoculation, 
the doctor declared thatto be efficacious the 
the saliva of the rabid animal should be used. 
As to Pasteur’s method, he preferred to sus- 
pend bis final jadgment until completer proofs 
were secured. 

Dr. O. L. Danafollowed Dr. Hammond, and 
differed with him as to the nature of the dis 
ease, ieving it is,in a measure, a blood 
disease.

BOLD BURGLARS. 


An Aged Couple’s Desperate Battle with 
Midnight Intruders. 

MIDDLEBORO, Mass., January 26.—The resi- 
dence of Hartley Woods and his sister Helen, 
which is situated inan isolated part of the 
town, was, at 9:30 o’clook Saturday evening 
the scene of adaring burglary, Mr. Woods is 
77 years old, and his sister is about 66. Mr. 
Woods was sitting alone in the kitchen en- 
gaged in reading a newspaper, when two men 
wearing paper masks and hats suddenly sprang 
into the room. Mr. Woods, despite his age, 
grappled with his assallants, and a seWere tus- 
sle ensned, during which Mr. Woods knocked 
down both the men. His strength, howevcr, 
was only temporary, and he was overcome by 
the robbers, who beat and kicked him unmer- 
cifully. While one of the robbers held him on 
the floor, with his hand on his throat 
to prevent his making an outcry, the 
other robber secured a clothes-line 
with which Mr. Woods was securely 
bound. Having secured their victim 


they then examined the pockets of his pant- 
aloons and vest. They took a wallet contain- 
— $30. The robbers next visited the 
room occupied by Miss Woods who had retired. 
She was summarily awakened by the ruffians, 
who ordered her to get up. Miss Woods seems 
to have evinced the heroic spirit displayed by 
her brother, and made a desperate resistance. 
The villains dragged her by the hair of her 
head to a room adjacent tothe kitchen where 
they bound her hand and foot. They then 
ransacked the house from top to bottom. 
The only booty they secured as far as known 
was a pocket-book containing $60 which they 
took from Miss Woods’ room. Miss Woods 
received very rough usage. During the fight 
which she had with the men, she received a 
black eye and a severe wound on the right 
cheek. After securing the plunder the burglars 
returned to the room where they had left Miss 
Woods and told her that they would make her 
as comfortable as they could, although they 
should have to leave her bound. They then 
brought two pillows which — * under 
her head and they also covere er with bed 
clothes.
